GONE TO HIS REST. 


PATRICK CONWAY PASSES AWAY 


Wan One of lh« Old Selllcro of ihe 


County. Death Was Cauned by 


Heart Failure. 


The people of Grand Kapids were 


startled on Saturday to hear that 
Patrick Conway had died suddenly at 
his home in the city from heart failure. 


Deceased was probably 
as 
well 


known as any man in this county, 
haying lived here for almost half "a 
century, the greater part of which 
time he was a resident of the town of 
Kudolph, where he resided on a farm. 


During the past three years Mr. 


Conway has lived in this city, where 
he had become a familiar figure to all, 
as his health had not allowed him to 
do any active work for some time, 
although nearly always able to be 
about. 


Mr. Conway's death was very sud- 


den. He had arisen Saturday morn- 
ing, and while not well, had dressed 
and went out side. 
When lie returned 


his son William, who was the only one 
at home, Mrs. Conway being at church, 
asked him how he felt. The old gen- 
tlemau replied that lie was not feeling 
any too well, but when his son sug- 
gested getting a physician for him he 
repudiated the idea. He then removed 
his shoes and drawing close to the 
stove placed his feet where they would 
get more 
warmth. 
Nothing \vas 


thought of this as the old gentleman 
had been troubled with cold extremi- 
ties ever since being afllieted with the 
grip the first time, some four years 
ago. 


William saw that his father was 


feeling worse than he cared to let cm, 
so he advised him to lie down on the 
bed. This the old genUeman con- 
ienled to do, and as he went toward 
the bedroom his son noticed that he 
was walking rather unsteadily and he 
followed him into the apartment. 


After Mr. Conway had lain down he 


requested his son to open the draft of 
the stove and just as lie turned about 
to comply with his request he heard a 
quick ejaculation from his father, and 
turning around he found the old man 
expiring. 


A physician was quickly summoned 


but the sands of life had run out and 
the old man's heart had ceased to beat 
long before anything could be done to 
assist him, death having occurred at 
8:40 o'clock. 


Patrick Conway was born in Claire 


county, Ireland, on the 17th day of 
March, 1832. He removed to England 
when he was 16 years of age and on 
the 3d of May, 1850, was married to 
Bridget Hinckey, and thirteen child- 
ren were born unto them, seven of 
which are now living. 


Mrs. Conway is still living, as well 


as the following children: 
Martin 


Conway and John J. Conway of Ori- 
ent, S. D., Mrs. W. A. Johnson of this 
city, Mrs. W. TO. Bertram of St. James, 
Minn., D. D. Conway, W. J. Conway 
and Miss Mayme Conway of this city. 


Besides these there are two brothers, 


Michael Conway of Applington, la., 
and Timothy C. Conway of Buckley, 
Washington, and two sisters, Hannah 
Conway and Mrs. B. McBricle of Pat- 
terson, N. J. 


Mr. Conway removed to America in 


1856 and lived in New York for one 
year. During this year Mr. Conway 
had heard of the glories of this west- 
ern country as a haven for young men 
who were willing to work for their 
fortune, so he came to Wisconsin in 
1857. 


His arrival at Grand Rapids must 


have been anything- but an enjoyable 
event in his life. There were no rail- 
roads in this country in those days, 
and wagon roads were almost as 
scarce. 
Mr. Conway walked from 


Portage to this city, and arrived here 
with just twenty-live cents in his 
pocket. 


He came to this county alone, leav- 


ing- his wife and son, Martin, in New 
York. He took up the farm in Ru- 
dolph on which he subsequently lived 
and immediately set about 
earning 


enough money to bring his wife and 
little boy to his new home in the wilds 
of Wisconsin, and in which he was 
soon successful. 


When Mr. Conway came to this city 


Centralia consisted of one store, a log 
shanty located somewhere near where 
the Northwestern depot now stands. 
From Centralia to the farm where Mr. 
Conway lived there was but a trail 
over which provisions and supplies 
had either to be carried or else hauled 
by ox team, which consumed two days 
in making the trip. There were no 
luxuries in those days. The hardy 
pioneers were glad to get the necessi- 
ties of life and the hardships they 
encountered in a single season in their 
struggle with nature would soon dis- 
courage the average seeker for wealth 
today. 


In 1898 Mr. Conway was attacked 


with grip, which left him in very 
feeble health, owing to an affection 
of the heart, and it was this year that 
he sold his farm and removed to this 
city, where lie has since 
resided 


Since that time he has been in more 
or less feeble health, but was gener- 
ally able to be around until the day of 
his demise. 


Those who knew 'Mr. Conway best 


say Ins first aim in life was to be a 
good Christain and an honorable citi- 
zen; and, second, to give each of his 
children a proper education. In the 
fulfillment of this latter aim I). D. 
Conway and W. J. Conway were grad- 
uated from the state university, John 
J. Conway from the Oshkosh state 
normal, and Miss Mayme Conway is 
now in attendance at the state uni- 
versity. 


The funeral of Mr. Conway occurred 


on Tuesday morning at half past ten 
from_ the Catholic church, of which 
religion lie had always been a devout 
member, and there were 113 teams in 


the concourse of people that followed 
the remains to their last resting place. 


While Mr. Conway had lived out the 


three score and ten years allotted to 
man, and had reached'that age when 
man can but look forward to the here- 
after, still his loss will be as keenly 
felt by those left behind, and his rela- 
tives have the sympathy of the com- 
munity in their'alllictiju.

in This City. 


Tuesday was election day in Grand 


Rapids the same as elsewhere, but no 
one would have suspected it, unless, 
possibly he might have tried to get a 
drink sometime between six in the 
morning and sundown in the evening, 
when the fact would have been thrust 
upon him with painful vividness. 


The number of votes cast through- 


out the city was just about one-third 
what it would be had there been any 
contest among the offices. 
In the first 


ward there were only 29 ballots cast, 
second ward 37, third ward 34, fourth 
ward 53, fifth ward 25, sixth ward 38, 
seventh ward 28, eighth ward 18. 


The two ordinances, numbers 82 and 


83, which were voted on, were both 
carried, they being for issuing bonds 
for a new steel bridge, and for raising 
money to take up the bonds of the 
Centralia waterworks. Ordinance 82 
received 246 votes for and 29 against. 
Ordinance 83 received 227 votes for and 
39 against.

the farm profitably. 
Still, even sucl 


stock foot! should be paid for, In a 
sense, by selling some other food of 
which one 1ms a surplus. 


If the average fnrm is rightly linn- 


died It should supply its owner will 
most or all of the mcnt for the family 
all of the fruit nnd vegetables, eggs 
poultry and butter. It should also sup 
ply most ot Uie food needed for th 
stock. Farming in this way, with cor 
tain crops which one knows best how 
to grow in order to obtain the cash nec- 
essary for incidental expenses, otic car- 
ries on the work in a way that is prof- 
itable. 


The statement regarding sorghum, to 


the effect that farmers are setting over 
the. idea that it is mainly a crop for 
favored sections, applies as well to 
alfalfa, one of the finest of forage 
crops, when one comes to know it well 
and to properly grow it. 
The soil 


should be well prepared for alfalfa; 
and It should be a deep soil, for the 
crop is otic that may be cut at least 
twice a year, after the tost season, for 
several years. 
Sow the seed with a 


grass seeder, using 
from 
lift ecu to 


twenty pounds an acre; barrow lightly 
and then roll firmly. 
Usually the plan 


is to llrst sow the ground with some 
grain crop, like barley, following di- 
rectly aflw with the alfalfa seed in 
the quantity named. 
Harvest the bar- 


ley when ripe, but do not pasture the 
alfalfa the first season. It Is impurtan. 
that this be not done, and here is just 
where so many who try alfalfa fail, for 
by pasturing the first season tho plants 
do not have a fair chance to get a 
hold in the ground. 
As n matter of 


'act, if hay Is the crop desired, alfaltV. 
should not be pastured at any time any 
nore than any crop which Is Intended 
'or hay. The second season the all'al- 
'a will show Its head curly in the 
spring, and may bo cut at least twice 
bat season, possibly three limes. The 
following seasons three

summer can readily bo cut from the 
:leld. 
Alfalfa Is drought-resisting, Ihe 


stock like It, and it is as easy to grow

spring as an experiment.

Dou't buy food that has been iu cold 


storage if you can secure fresh food; 
sometimes turkeys aud fish are kept 
frozen for years. All fresh meat that 
has been frozen loses its firmness and 
flavor when allowed to thaw, which is 
necessary before cooking. 
Firm tish 


and fresh meat arc essential to good 
and wholesome living. 
You will see 


offered for sale smelts 
aud 
green 


smelts, and many housekeepers do not 
know the difference, which Is just this: 
(Jreeii smelts are freshly caught; smelts 
not bearing this label are frozen. The 
frozen ones become tasteless and flab- 
by when cooked. 
Dou't buy foreign 


fresh fruits or vegetables when the na- 
tives are plentiful. 
Dou't put celery 


In the refrigerator just as it comes 
from the market; wrap it in a wet 
cloth, then in a paper, and lay it on the 
Ice until needed. 
Don't depend upon 


extra heat when you want water to 
boil quickly, but add a little salt to 
the water aud watch the gratifying re- 
sults. Don't throw anything away be- 
cause It is too salty; add brown sugar 
until it is just right.—Woman's Home 
I'oiiipauion.

The well-formed medium size egg is 
the best for hatching. If eggs are to 
be bought for batching it is a good plan 
to buy lots from dealers at u distance 
from each other, and in Ibis way have 
a hatch of chicks not related so that 
another season they may be crossed 
without any danger of in-breeding; oC 
course, the chicks will need to bo kept 
separated In each lot in order to he sure

The decision of the supreme court grant- 
ing the removal o£ the Witsbburn, l!ay- 
fie'hl & Iron Hiver Hallway case to the 
federal court continues the idea that it 
is a grave and important iiueslion wheth- 
er the state, as a sovereign power, has the 
right to forbid the destruction of one of 
its railway highways,' but that is the ul- 
timate question in the case. 
Tlie ques- 


tion now is what court shall try it. 


The opinion written by Justice Dodge 


is that the United States' statutes must 
control all courts to which they apply. 
The United States statute does give the 
right to the defendant lo remove any 
wise arising under 
lhe 
constitutional 


laws of the United States, and that the 
powers of tbe federal coin-Is and their 
ofllcers, when obeying their orders, arc 
matters controlled by the laws ot the 
Uuited Stales. 
The information filed in tins case shows 


that tbe Question presented for decision 
is whether tbe circuit court of the umt- 
(•d States bad jurisdiction and power to 
command its master in chancery to tear 
up tbis railroad. After an examination 
ot a great number of decided cases, the 
supreme court cnme to the conclusion 
that this is a question arising squarely 
tinder tbe laws of the United States and 
that tbe federal statutes require (hat it 
shall be removed to the federal court up- 
on application of the defendant. 


Cases nrc cited showing that tbe fact 


that the state is a party docs not con- 
stitute an obstacle to the removal, even 
when it is proceeding to enforce a sov- 
ereign right, except when that sovereign 
ri"ht consists in the enforcement of. a 
criminal or penal statute. 
Various de- 


tailed objections are discussed and round 
not sufficient to avoid tbe force or the 
statute giving Hie defendant the right to 
remove the ease.

While the efforts of Col. Williams did 


much for the academy, the real initia- 
tion of the institution dales from the 
appointment of Brevet Major Sylvanns 
Thayer, who look command July IS. 
1S17, and during sixteen years was at 
the head of the academy in which lie 
had previously gained his military edu- 
cation. Thayer practically made the 
school what it is. lie established Hi 
office of commandant of cadets and in- 
structor of tactics, arranged a course 
of studies, established the system of ten 
months' study at the academy ami two 
months of camping; and introduced 
practically all the methods of cduca- 


ii)L', orthography, arithmetic, grammar, 
geography 
and United Stales history. 


Upon graduation cadets are commis- 
sioned in the United States army 
as 


second lieutenants, with yearly pay of 
?1,400 for unmounted and $1,500 for 
mounted otlicers. 


Since the establishment of the acad- 


emy over -1,000 cadets have graduated 
and among them have been not only 
some of the foremost miliary men of 
Iho country, bul also distinguish,^ 
civil engineers and noted college pro 
lessors. 


Gen. AVinlield Scott once said: 
"I 


give it as my lixed opinion that but for 
our graduated cadets the war between 
the United Stales and Mexico might, 
and probably would, have lasted some 
four or live years, with, in its first half, 
more defeats than victories falling to 
our share: whereas, in less than "two 
campaigns, we conquered a great coun- 
try and established a peace without, the 
loss of a single battle or .skirmish." 


Its influence was also great in the 


Civil War: and this may be said with- 
out reflecting in any manner upon tli< 
thousands of pallnnt and resourceful 
volunteers who pushed their way lo 
the head of the army.

A. Model Cattle Stall. 


The old-fashioned method of fasten-

lu the oldea days of farming such a 


tiling as a farmer patronizing a butch- 
er was unheard of. The butcher -was 
the buyer, and not the seller, and sim- 
ilar relations existed, to a less extent, 
between the farmer and the dealer In 
stock foods. 


There Is no excuse for 
farmers 


placing themselves in a position where 
they must buy all or most of their 
meat, nor should they buy food for 
stock, except where it Is necessary to 
buy something to fill out a ration, and 
this something that cannot be raised on 
the farm profitably. Still, even such 
stock food should be paid for. In a 
sense, by selling some other food of 
which one has a surplus. 


If the average farm is rightly han- 


dled it should supply Its owner with 
most or all of the meat for the family, 
all of the fruit and vegetables, eggs. 
poultry and butter. It should also sup- 
ply most of the food needed for the 
stock. Farming in thirf way, with cer- 


rwenty pounds an acre: harrow lightly 
aad then roll firmly. Usually the plan 
Is to first sow the ground with some 
grain crop, like barley, following di- 
rectly after with the alfalfa seed ia 
the quantity named. Harvest the bar- 
ley when ripe, but do not pasture the 
alfalfa the first season. It Is iaiportau. 
that this be not done, and here is 
where so many who try alfalfa fail, for 
by pasturing the first season the plants 
do not have a fair chance to get a 
hold in the ground. As a matter of 
fact, if hay is the crop desired. alfak>. 
should not be pastured at any rime any 
more than any crop which is intended 
for hay. The second season the alfal- 
fa will show its head early ia the 
spring, and may be cut at least twice 
that season, possibly three times. The 
following seasons three crops each 
summer can readily be cut from the 
field. Alfalfa is drought-resisting, the 
stock like it, and it is as easy TO grow 
as any hay. Try an acre of it thia- 
sprlng as an experiment.

Selecting- Ejrjjs for Hatching;. 


If the flock of high-grade poultry is 


to be increased unusual care should be 
taken in mating aad in the selection of 
the eggs. For The hens aad pullers 
select only those that have laid well 
duriag the winter or those that are 
known to be from good layiag stock. 
The well-formed medium size egg is 
the best for hatching. If eggs are to 
be bought for hatching it is a good plan 
to buy lots from dealers at a distance 
from each other, and in this way have 
a hatch of chicks not related so that 
aaotber season they may be crossed 
without any daager of la-breeding; of 


• course, the chicks will need to be kept 
i separated in each lot in order to be sure 
of their identity. 
Eggs selected for 


j hatching and which are not to be used 
at once may be safely kept If packed ia 
excelsior or sawdust and kept ia a room 
that is heated enough so that the eggs 
will aot chill. 


A. Few Dont's. 


Don't buy food that has been in cold 


storage if you can secure fresh food; 
sometimes turkeys and fish are kept 
frozen for years'. All fresh meat that 
has been frozen loses its firmness and 
flavor whea allowed to thaw, which is 
necessary before cooking. 
Firm fish 


and fresh meat are essential to good 
aad wholesome living. You will see 
offered for sale smelts and greea 
smelts, and many housekeepers do not 
know the difference, which is just this: 
Greea smelts are freshly caught; smelts 
not bearing this label are frozen. The 
frozen ones become tasteless aad flab- 
by when cooked. Doa't buy foreign 
fresh fruits or vegetables when the na- 
tives are plentiful. 
Don't put celery 


in the refrigerator just as it comes 
from the market; wrap it in a wet 
cloth, tliea la a paper, and lay it oa the 
ice until needed. Doa't depend upon 
extra heat when you waat water to 
boil quickly, but add a little sale ro 
the water and watch the gratifyiag re- 
sults. Doa't throw anything away be- 
cause it is too salty; add brown sugar 
until it is just right.—Y»"omaa"s Ho:ue

Hints for Cooking E;i{19. 


To fry aa egg really well, so that ic 


shall tura out a thing of beauty and 
a joy for—the eater—separate the yolk 
from the white whea breakiag it and 
beat the white to a froth, drop it into 
the hot fat or butter, making a hole 
In the center with a spooa for the yolk; 
fry the egg till set. but aot long enough 
to be hard or burnt at the edges. Whea 
you poach eggs put a teaspoonful of 
vinegar into tbe water; this makes tbe 
whites set quickly and keeps the eggs 
a good shape. Scrambled eggs need 
careful cooking; 
a tablespooaful of 


milk should be added for each egg. aad 
the mixture cooked until creamy and 
taken oflc the fire Immediately, having 
been stirred while cooking with, a fork. 
This will preveat the toughness or dry- 
ness that so often spoils scrambled

Excursion steamers begin to stir 
themselves and to clean up for the approaching 
season, and the taste of Marshall Hall planked 
shad dinners is m the air. Marshall Hall is a 
summer retreat down river. Shad is a i'otomac 
fish. It is -'planked" when cooked IM a particu- 
lar palatable indimer "while nailed ou the side 
of a plank. Tis good fisli, but give ine the only 
real bass that comes from the vicinity of Crooked 
Kift club on the old Wtscoase. Yes. tSie har- 
bingers of spring are with us and all nature is 
glad, even human nature. 
Mentioning ovsters! Down at the foot of 7th 
street, in an old residence portion of this city 
that, was in e^rly days the fashionable part of 
town, is the Potomac river wharf- Ever since 
\V~ashiugtou has had a population large enough 
ro claim municipal proportions it no doubt ti;t^ 
maintained this ship lading p.'ace. Perhaps no 
other spot around here has retained its primi- 
tive appearance so closely or undergone such 
few changes bv the improving hands of the 
years. In fact its general neglected appearance 
todav indicates that most of its parts must have 
been* handed down with the inception of this 
government, altho a large snippiug business is 
still dailv transacted there. One of the artt- 
cnlar places of interest for the inland town 
\-isitor at the wharf is what is commonly known 
as the oyster section. Here, no doubt, historic 
figures of fame like George \Vashington. Aora- 
ham Lincoln, General Lee and others, came to 
Eurcbase oysters in the shell for the home table 
•om the various craft that broughL them up 
river, then as they do now. By the bushel and 
t>v the oarrel are the ovsters sold. Here todav 
hundreds of ikini!y marketers secure the oyster 
supply direct, as well as do the restaurant 
keepers and hotel men. But the real feature 
mat catches the western visitor at the ojster 
whart is the novel treat awaiting anyone who 
will purchase a few shovelsf u!l of the big shells 
and engage the colored man offering iiis ser- 
vices to "shack" them while vou sit on the 
hank and relish the luscious bivalves in nil 
their freshness, liveliness and juicyness. Tho 
a resident here for two years I Mad never tried 
the abo^egame until last week. In company 
with Mr, and Mrs. Mark Barnum, Jr , formerly 
of "\Yausau, Mrs. LaVigue and your correspon- 
dent made a trip to the whart. First an in- 
spection of the several boats loaded with tons 
"of big fellows from the oyster beds a few miles 
down the PotoniHc. These fresh water inhabit- 
ants, tho equal in size to the measure of our ap- 
petites, are lacking in the salty flavor desired. 
Ic takes a half dozen or more sampies to con- 
vince of this fact, and we get the benefit of the 
samples. Finallv a trade is utade for a half 
bushel of sea oysters at 65 cents. They are 
salty. A nigger bargains to open the same a 
la. half shell for 45 cents. He includes the vine- 
gar that is the other course of the banquet, and 
the horse radish that is the third course, tiuy 
tabv-crabs are the fourth course if jou are 
lucky enough to find them m your oyster. Thus 
did nature make fingers so v>& could eat ovsters 
in the shucker's shanty, the same old siianty 
uertiaps.in which great minds long ago set the 
pace lor unlimited capacity we are now lamel v 
endeavoring to follow. The half bushel 01 live 
ones are soon vanquished. JS'ot until the street 
car is homeward bound do we begin to reah/.e 
•why we feel so much like those ships =»t anchor, 
full of oysters iu the hold, real oysters, main- 
moth ones, the kind of oysters that rarely open 
their eyes in Wisconsin because an inferior ar- 
ticle is generally shipped to western dealers. 
The oyster wharf is well patronized by Wash- 
ington folks iu all walks of life. Throughout 
the season many a pleasant "wharf banquet" 
is held presided over by a. nigger shucker. 
The greatest feature of the October G-. A. K.
